Son cleared of charges 
in murder of mother 


Elementary pupils

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) - 
More than three years ago, on 
an autumn night, Barbara Gib­ 
bons was killed, her son the ac­ 
cused slayer. 
After a 
legal battle that 
brought playwright Arthur Mil­ 
ler and other public figures to 
his aid, 21-year-old Peter Reilly 
was cleared of the charges this 
week. Evidence previously un­ 
revealed by the state was dis­ 
closed that placed the youth 
miles from the scene of the 
murder when it was committed 
in a cottage they shared in Ca­ 
naan 
Gov. Ella Gras so has ordered 
state police to reopen their in­ 
vestigation into the 51-year-old 
woman’s death. 
And Joseph Gormley, chief 
state’s attorney, says he will 
try to learn why die two sworn 
statements by witnesses were 
withheld from the defense when 
the youth was tried and con­ 
victed of manslaughter. But 
this may be difficult, says Gor­ 
mley, because the state's attor­ 
ney who prosecuted Reilly has 
since died. 
The mystery remains: Who 
killed Barbara Gibbons? 
“I honestly don’t know,” Pe­ 
ter Reilly said during a break 
from his job as an ambulance 
attendant 
in 
nearby 
Weth­ 
ersfield, where he averages 
$125 a week. 
On the day after Thanksgiv­ 
ing, two days after the charges 
were dropped, Reilly’s friends 
at the Professional Ambulance 
Service threw up white bunting 
congratulating him. 
“Congratulations, 
Peter!” 
said the printed banner in the 
office. “We all knew the truth. 
Everyone else was just a little 
slow.” 
Peter Reilly says he found 
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out the truth about himself 
when he was 13 or 14 years old, 
why his last name was differ­ 
ent from that of his mother, but 
that he didn’t hate her for it. 
‘‘The difference,” he said, 
"my mother was raped back in 
the ’50s and that’s me. The as­ 
sailant was never caught She 
never married. Her maiden 
name was Gibbons. She just 
gave me a different name. 
Why? It was just her choice to 
give me a different last name 
and that’s what she did. 
"I first learned about it when 
I was 13 or 14, something like 
that. It was a little hard to un­ 
derstand at the time. Human 
beings are human beings and 
things like this do happen and 
it’s just something that hap­ 
pened. It’s in the past It’s 
something that I’ve learned to 
deal with. It doesn’t affect my 
personality. 
What 
happened 
couldn’t be helped, I guess. 
What else can I say. 
“I asked about my father be­ 
fore that but I think she waited 
till she thought I was old 
enough to understand. Yes, I do 
believe my mother. My moth- • 
er’s very honest with me. She 
was raped in New York City. 
She is originally from New 
York. 
“She never considered abor­ 
tion. She wanted me. She did 
not want to put me up for adop­ 
tion. I give her a lot of credit. 
She brought me up alone and 
it’s not easy. She was both a 
father and a mother to me. I 
had my grandparents earlier in 
life when I was younger be­ 
cause we lived with my grand­ 
parents. 
“But then we were out on our 
own and she was all the par­ 
ents I had and she was really 
something else. There wasn’t 
anything she wouldn’t do for 
me and there wasn’t anything I 
wouldn’t do for her.” 
By prosecution accounts, Bar­ 
bara Gibbons was both alcohol­ 
ic 
and 
promiscuous. 
When 
found by her son, she was nude 
on the floor of her bedroom 
with her throat slashed, her 
legs and ribs broken and a T- 
shirt wrapped around her neck. 
During Reilly’s trial in 1974, 


John Bianchi, the state prose­ 
cutor who (bed last August, 
asked the youth: 
“Even though you loved your 
mother — and I don’t doubt 
that for the slightest minute — 
her actions left you pretty sad 
at tinies?” 
“At times,” replied Reilly. 
“You had to understand my 
mother.” 
Looking back today, Reilly 
said in an interview that he 
loved his mother very much. 
“So to speak, we were an av­ 
erage American family, just 
the two of us,” he said “She 
took me fishing. She taught me 
to fish. I had no father to take 
me otd fishing. She taught me 
canoeing. She’d go out and play 
a game of catch with me when 
I was young. And she showed 
me how to throw a football ... 
She gave me everything a fa­ 
ther could. 
“She did drink too much. I 
understand now that she did. I 
didn’t notice it so much then 
because it was something I 
lived with day to day ... I guess 
she was an alcoholic. It’s hard 
to explain, it really is. It was 
something she lived with and I 
lived with it. I don’t know why 
she drank so much. She was a 
very intelligent woman. She 
had worked years before the 
murder and then she got on 
welfare.” 
Reilly at first confessed to 
the crime, but later recanted. 
“I don’t really understand the 
state’s thinking on the whole 
situation,” he says today. “I 
was questioned and questioned 
until I made a confession that 
was, so to speak, spoon fed. I 
was saying I did it, but I didn’t 
remember how, but the police 
were right. That was the way I 
was brought up, that the police 
were always right. And after a 
good brainwashing, I guess you 
could call it, I confessed to it 
but the time sequence and ev­ 
erything proved that I didn’t do 
it. I know I didn’t do it But 
after many hours of no sleep, I 
guess anybody could be made 
to say something.”

high taxes placed on coal

Federal intervention may be 
needed to keep coal-rich north­ 
ern Great Plains states from 
demanding exorbitant taxes on 
their coal, a research report 
suggests. 
Citing Montana and North 
Dakota as examples, the report 
says their coal-taxing policies 
are akin to efforts of the OPEC 
oil-exporting nations to reap 
maximum profits. 
The 1975 Montana Legislature 
set the coal-severance tax at 30 
per cent of the average mine- 
mouth price of $4.33 a ton for 
subbituminous coal and 20 per 
cent on lignite, a lower-grade 
coal. 
Annual 
production 
is 
about 22 million tons a year. 
State budget officials predict 
the taxes will bring in about $65 
million, about $26.6 million of 
which will be used to subsidize 
state government for the two- 
year budgeting period ending 
next June 30. 
The report also noted that 
North Dakota taxes coal at 
roughly 15-20 per cent of the 
sale price and taxes electricity 
from power plants and produc­ 
tion from coal-gas conversion 
plants. 
“With taxation at such levels, 
the emerging pattern of state 
coal tax policy in the northern 
Great Plains is one of OPEC- 
like 
revenue maximization,” 
the report said. 
The report, published after 
two years of study by the Rand 
Corp. of Santa Monica, Calif., 
noted that since taxes charged 
by coal states are indirectly 
passed on to utilities and con­ 
sumers, consumers in other 
states may demand national 
limitations on the taxes. 
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“Consumers, 
consuming 
states, electric utilities and coal 
companies may challenge high 
severance taxes in national 
courts on the grounds that they 
unduly restrict interstate com­ 
merce,” says the report, fi­ 
nanced partly by a grant from 
the National Science Founda­ 
tion.

Survey shows 
increase in 
marijuana use 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mort 
than half of the Bicentennial 
class of high school seniors 
tried marijuana and three out 
of 10 were users at graduation 
time, according to government 
surveys. 
The National Institute on 
Drug Abuse surveyed 17,000 
high school seniors in 
130 
schools last spring and found 
that 53 per cent had tried mari­ 
juana, a 5 per cent increase 
over tiie class of 1975. 
The survey, released today, 
said 32 per cent regarded them­ 
selves as current marijuana 
users. 
An identical 53 per cent of 
persons aged 18 to 25 had tried 
marijuana, according to anoth­ 
er institute survey, and 25 per 
cent were current users. It 
showed 22 per cent of 12-to-17- 
year-olds 
had 
experimented 
with marijuana and 15 per cent 
were regular or occasional 
users. 
Although cigarettes and alco­ 
hol were used more frequently 
than 
marijuana 
by 
young 
adults, 57 per cent of high 
school seniors thought there 
was a serious health risk for 
cigarettes while only 40 per 
-cent felt the same way about1 
marijuana. 
The findings indicated the use 
of LSD has remained virtually 
constant the last four years, 
and that abuse of heroin and 
psychotherapeutic drugs has 
been unchanged the last two 
years. 
The rate of cocaine use was 
the same this year as in 1975. 
Dr. Robert L. DuPont, the in­ 
stitute’s director, said com­ 
parison of the surveys show 
“an apparent stabilization in 
drug use and the attitudes to­ 
ward drugs in general.” 
“The public, including youth, 
clearly recognizes the addictive 
effects of tobacco and alcohol 
and has very negative attitudes 
toward the use of all illicit 
drugs except marijuana,” he 
said. 
“Although drug abuse contin­ 
ues to be widespread in every 
region of the country, we are 
seeing some slight downward 
trends for amphetamines, LSD 
and barbituates Marijuana is 
the only drug showing a defi­ 
nite upward trend.” 
Two other government-spon­ 
sored surveys released at the 
same time showed that drug 
abuse costs the nation between 
$8.4 billion and $12.2 billion a 
year, more than tobacco smok­ 
ing, but less than alcoholism. 
More than 60 per cent of the 
cost of drug abuse was attribut­ 
ed to heroin abuse. The median 
costs of $10.3 billion in fiscal 
1975 included medical, judicial, 
law enforcement, criminal and 
employment

and 
debts. The study estimated that 
tobacco use costs $6.7 billion 
and alcohol and alcoholism cost 
$32 billion.

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Improve ‘tools’ for better forages 
Future tall fescue will ‘shoot up fast’ 


HOUSTON, Tex.-Scientists 
are sharpening the tools that 
will “put yield and quality 
together" 
in 
new 
forage 
varieties and help farmers "put 
on no more nitrate than plants 
can efficiently use." 
In papers presented this week 
at the annual meeting of the 
American Society of Agronomy, 
University 
of 
Missouri- 
Columbia scientists told how 
they developed two methods for 
measuring nitrate reductase, 
the enzyme which may influence 
yields by limiting the amount tf 
nitrogen a plant can use. 
"We found significant genetic 
variability in the nitrate 
reductase found in different 
fescues (six fold differences), 
but so far haven’t been able to 
correlate that with either 
photosynthetic 
efficiency 
or 
yield," said Douglas Randall, 
UMC biochemist. 
“Part of the reason is that 
nitrate reductase needs energy 


to work. Photosynthesis is the 
energy source. 
"To get good yields, we need 
to optimize everything - nitrate 
reduction, 
photosynthesis, 
water, light, fertilizer, etc. If 
any of these is limiting, the 
system is less than optimal and 
yields suffer.” 
Randall said Ritchie Feuers, 
■ UMC graduate researcher, first 
developed 
a 
system 
for 
measuring 
fescue 
nitrate 
reductase in the test tube. It 
required that fescue cells be 
ground up and the cell sap be 
analyzed. 
Then Rise Femmer, another 
UMC scientist, developed a less 
complicated 
technique 
to 
measure nitrate reductase in 
which scientists only have to 
work with tissue slices. 
"We wanted to develop 
techniques that are simple as 
possible," said Randall, “so 
plant breeders are able to use 
them efficiently in developing 


better varieties.” 
Using Feuers’ test tube assay 
technique, 
another 
UMC 
biochemist, 
Wally 
Wilhelm, 
studied nitrate reductase ac­ 
tivity on fescues he selected for 
better yeild and photosynthetic 
efficiency. As noted earlier, he 
found great variability in nitrate 
reductase activity but no 
correlaton between that and 
yield 
and-or 
photosynthetic 
efficiency. In fact, it was a 
slightly opposite trend. 
"The 
trend 
wasn’t 
significant," said Randall, "but 
it is something you might ex­ 
pect. It simply ‘costs’ the plant 
more to make protein (nitrate 
reductase is a protein). So the 
forage, while it may not be 
higher yielding, may be higher 
in protein. We need to look at 
that quality in addition to the 
yield. 
“Certainly, yield and bulkare 
important. In fact, Kenhy, the 
new hybred fescue, which was 


released this week, and an 
experimental type being tested 
at UMC called 1-96 are not better 
agronomically than the old 
fescue standby, Kentucky-31. 
But they’re better 
fescues 
simply because cattle eat more 
of them. 
"We Just need to put yield and 
quality together in a good 
fescue." 
As part of the UMC research, 
Randall and his colleagues 
noticed that nitrate reductase 
activity rose quickly and fell 
rather sharply after nitrogen 
was applied. 
“It may be that farmers would 
bel better off applying smaller 
amounts of nitrogen more often 
or timing 
applications dif­ 
ferently to stretch fescue 
quality,” said Randall. "That’s 
for agronomists to look at and 
decide. Their aim and ours is to 
make sure farmers put on no 
more nitrate than their plants 
can efficiently use." 


HOUSTON, Tex. - Future tall 
fescue will literally "shoot up 
faster” and yeild better than 
current varieties.

UMC researchers found, for 
example, that fescues grow 
better if they put relatively 
more energy into shoot growth 
than either root growth or 
storage. That makes sense, 
because the greater the leaf 
area, the more radiation is in­ 
tercepted and the better the 
photosynthetic rate. 
“But if a fescue plant grows 
better at the top at the expense 
of the roots and storage,” said 
Nelson, "we may gain nutrition 
but lose regrowth. We want a 
plant that will survive as well as 
produce. 
"As we’ve studied individual 
fescue plants, we’ve found that 
the highest yielding are those 
which have the highest rate of 
growth both above and below 
ground, plus the greatest energy 
storage." 


As scientists work out all the 
factors that affect fescue 
growth, said Nelson, they’ll 
eventually come to photosyn­ 
thesis as the last frontier on the 
way to breaking yield barriers. 


“When it comes to that,” he 
said, "we’ll be growing fescues 
that may not look the same to 
today’s farmer, but they’ll yield 
better. 
"The fescues will have longer 
leaves and relatively fewer 
tillers. They may look clumpy 
when grazed or cut to the 
ground. They may also be more 
compatible with legumes.

HOUSTON, Tex. — A new 
frontier in breeding soybeans 
for high yields may emerge as 
scientists observe interactions 
of genetic traits of soybean 
plants in specific environments.

Indeterminate soybeans are 
those which continue to increase 
in height after flower formation 
is initiated. These plants, which 
are grown throughout the 
Midwest, have a tendency to 


lodge (fall over) in high yieia 
environments. Dr. Cooper said 
that lodging may have been 
responsible for lower yields 
from 
the

soybeans that lodging may have 
been responsible for lower 
yields from the indeterminate 
soybeans that were disease 
resistant or pubescent.

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Improve ‘tools’ for better forages 
Future tall fescue will ‘shoot up fast’ 


HOUSTON, Tex. — Scientists 
are sharpening the tools that 
will “put yield and quality 
together” 
in 
new 
forage 
varieties and help farmers ‘put 
on no more nitrate than plants 
can efficiently use.” 
In papers presented this week 
at the annual meeting of the 
American Society of Agronomy, 
U niversity 
of 
Missouri- 
Columbia scientists told how 
they developed two methods for 
measuring nitrate reductase, 
the enzvme which may influence 
yields by limiting the amount of 
nitrogen a plant can use. 
“We found significant genetic 
variability 
in 
the 
nitrate 
reductase found in different 
fescues (six fold differences), 
but so far haven’t been able to 
correlate that with either 
photosynthetic 
efficiency 
or 
yield,” said Douglas Randall, 
UMC biochemist 
“Part of the reason is that 
nitrate reductase needs energy 


to work. Photosynthesis is the 
energy source. 
“To get good yields, we need 
to optimize everything - nitrate 
reduction, 
photosynthesis, 
water, light, fertilizer, etc. If 
any of these is limiting, the 
system is less than optimal and 
yields suffer.” 
Randall said Ritchie Feuers, 
UMC graduate researcher, first 
developed 
a 
system 
for 
m easuring 
fescue 
nitrate 
reductase in the test tube. It 
required that fescue cells be 
ground up and the cell sap be 
analyzed. 
Then Rise Femmer, another 
UMC scientist, developed a less 
com plicated 
technique 
to 
measure nitrate reductase in 
which scientists only have to 
work with tissue slices. 
"W e 
w anted 
to develop 
techniques that are simple as 
possible,” said Randall, “so 
plant breeders are able to use 
them efficiently in developing 


better varieties.” 
Using Feuers’ test tube assay 
technique, another 
UMC 
biochemist, Wally 
Wilhelm, 
studied nitrate reductase ac­ 
tivity on fescues he selected for 
better yeild and photosynthetic 
efficiency. As noted earlier, he 
found great variability in nitrate 
reductase 
activity 
but 
no 
correlaton between that and 
yield 
and-or 
photosynthetic 
efficiency. In fact, it was a 
slightly opposite trend 
“ The 
trend 
w asn't 
significant,” said Randall, “but 
it is something you might ex­ 
pect It simply 'costs' the plant 
more to make protein (nitrate 
reductase is a protein) So the 
forage, while it may not be 
higher yielding, may be higher 
in protein. We need to look at 
that quality in addition to the 
yield 
“Certainly, yield and bulkare 
important In fact, Kenhy, the 
new hybred fescue, which was 


released this week, and an 
experimental type being tested 
at UMC called 1-96 are not better

This view was expressed by an 
agronom ist 
of

(ARS) as he reported yield 
differences 
among several 
soybean determinate and in­ 
determinate breeding lines with 
either 
leaf 
pubescence 
(hairiness) 
or resistance to 
phytophthora root rot. In his 
statements prepared for the 
annual meeting of the American 
Society ol Agronomy, to open 
Dec. 1, Dr. Richard L. Cooper, 
Urbana, 111., said that soybean 
lines with these traits grew 
more vigorously and produced 
more vegetation than other lines 
but did not alway 
produce 
higher soybean yields 
Indeterminate soybeans are 
those which continue to increase 
in height after flower formation 
is initiated These plants, which 
are grown throughout 
the 
Midwest, have a tendency to 


lodge (fall over) in high yteia 
environments. Dr. Cooper said 
that lodging may have been 
responsible for lower yields 
from 
the 
indeterm inate 
soybeans that lodging may have 
been 
responsible

wanted to be able to gnnd up the 
kernels and put them in a test 
tube assay. 
"The method we tested was 
quick and inexpensive, but it 
wasn't accurate enough as yet 
Perhaps with some modification 
it will have potential "

With the limitation in mind, 
plant breeders may find that the 
isogenic technique is useful in 
studies on each of a number of 
structural 
and

traits and their interactions, 
said Dr. Cooper Through the

Irrigation system makes dead 
Seu area a desert garden

Most of them work in kibbutz- 
owned tourist industries, but 25 
per cent of the kibbutz income 
comes from a 95-acre farm. 
Beyond the borders of their 
cultivated enclave lies the for­ 
bidding wilderness of the Dead 
Sea, at 1,300 feet below sea lev­ 
el the lowest point on earth. 
Yellow cliffs, devoid of vegeta­ 
tion, drop to the salt-encrusted 
basin of the sea, whose water is 
so salty no fish can live in it. 
Nearby lie the ruins of an­ 
cient Sodom, the sin city which 
the Bible says God destroyed 


with a rain of fire in the time 
of Abraham. 
Trickle irrigation, developed 
at tbe kibbutz over the past 15 
years, keeps Ein Gedi’s fields 
constantly moist with a steady 
drip of water. The system has 
become a leading method of 
watering arid areas around the 
world. 
Thin plastic irrigation pipes 
drip about two quarts of water 
every hour through pinholes 
placed 20 inches apart. The 
drippers work day and night. 
“Our system is fully auto­ 
mated,” said Afik. “We deliver 
insecticides, fertilizer and wa­ 
ter through the same pipe.” 
The kibbutz draws its water 
from nearby springs that feed 
rich desert oases in mountain 
clefts. When the kibbutz was 
founded the springs supplied 
more than enough water, but 
now increased settlement in the 
region has forced everyone to 
cut down. 
“With an ordinary sprinkler 
irrigation system in this heat, 
we lost up to 6,400 gallons a 
day in evaporation on every 
acre of land,” said Afik. “We 
also watered large areas be­ 
tween plants that don’t need ir­ 
rigating. 
“With drip irrigation, we lose 
almost nothing to evaporation, 
and we water only the ground 
around the plant.” 


Afik claims trickle irrigation 
is also healthier for the plant. 
“Sprinklers wet the leaves, and 
make excellent cultures for 
fungi and disease,” he said. 
“With our system, the leaves of 
the plant remain dry.” The 
method has proved so effective 
that farmers in Israel’s more 
fertile areas are beginning to 
use it as well. 
Agronomists, working in tem­ 
peratures ranging up to 108 de­ 
grees 
Fahrenheit, 
regularly 
check soil moisture and adjust 
flow 
to 
maintain 
optimum 
dampness. 
,. 
But water is not the only 
problem Ein Gedi’s settlers 
face. “Our soil has two prob­ 
lems — rocks and salt,” ex­ 
plained Afik. The high salt con­ 
tent in the Dead Sea earth 
made Israeli planners believe 
farming was virtually impos­ 
sible there. 
“But we found that every 
year, when we irrigated, the 
salt sank a few feet into the 
ground, and plants could flour­ 
ish on the top level," said Afik. 


The kibbutz hauled tons of 
earth from the fertile Sharon 
re'gion 45 miles away to plant 
its mango grove five years ago. 
Each tree in the experimental 
orchard was planted in a bore 
in the yellow stony land filled 
with rich red Sharon soil.

Carter was smart 
to ask for advice

WASHINGTON — (NEA) Under the um brella of his transi­ 
tion team , set up last August, candidate Jim m y C arter 
operated one of the most effective strategies for winning over 
strategically placed personalities that I ’ve seen in a half- 
dozen presidential elections. 
This team , preparing for a C arter Administration months 
before it was clear there would be a C arter Administration, 
was assigned a sm all-scale budget of $140,000 out of scarce 
campaign funds and sought position papers and w ritten advice 
from several thousand influential citizens nationwide on what 
a C arter A dm inistration’s policies should be. 
Now there is nothing more flattering to a man or woman, 
however prom inent, to be asked his views on a m ajor national 
issue by the presidential nominee of a m ajor political party 
And when that candidate asks for a five to eight-page written 
proposal on a m atter with which you are deeply concerned, the 
flattery is most compelling. 
I know one prom inent man, active at high levels in a succes­ 
sion of Republican and D em ocratic adm inistrations — with a 
philosophy roughly 180 degrees from Mr. C arter's — who 
becam e a convert after being asked to subm it his thoughts, 
though he had no assurance his advice would be followed This 
man knew, in fact, that the overwhelming advice on the sub­ 
ject in which he is expert was being sought from those with 
views radically different from his own. 
The unstated implication, though repeatedly denied, was 
that having been asked for advice, the adviser would then 
eventually be considered for a top-level position in a C arter 
Administration, assuming a Dem ocratic victory. 
I understand, in fact, that between a thousand and two thou­ 
sand of those solicited did in fact subm it w ritten opinions on 
subjects like governm ent reorganization, business, labor and 
regulatory agency problems, defense, foreign affairs, in­ 
telligence activities, inflation and unemployment 
Now a few thousand men and women are but slightly more 
than a droplet in a national election But they can be highly in­ 
fluential all the sam e if carefully chosen from among those 
who hold leadership positions in labor and finance, religious 
and minority groups, academ ic and agricultural circles, and 
in other circles where Mr. C arter needed votes to secure a vic­ 
tory 
With key men and women of influence being drawn into the 
circle, however obliquely — and however small their actual 
weight in Mr C arter s plans — the word gets around And 
much more effectively than through radio, TV. speeches and 
other standard campaign techniques. W hat's created is an 
aura of reflected prestige and competence gleaned from the 
reputations of those he's asked for advice and counsel 
There is every indication in the weeks since Nov 2 that Mr 
C arter, as president, will use this or sim ilar techniques in his 
attem pts to get Congress to go along with him in carrying out 
his aim s. Senators and R epresentatives love, above all. to be 
listened to by anyone, particularly a President.

We can’t survive 
without some trust

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Americans are not the firsi 
people to be suspicious of their government But we in 
stitutionalized the process The founders harbored the senti 
ment that “ all men having power should be distrusted,’ henet 
they formed a Constitution which not allows skepticism bui 
makes it a patriotic responsibility. 
This responsibility has ebbed and flowed through the cen 
turies. Today it is flowing again, perhaps as never before Ii 
might be said, in this time of shifting citizen outlook, that the 
Republic’s most unifying force is that of universal doubt in the 
capability, the activity and most assuredly the honesty of the 
governing system. 
A remarkable example is currently embodied in one George 
Leonard, a former and long time government employee who is 
now accusing the administration of a stupendous conspiracy to 
sham the people He believes there is intelligent life on the 
moon, that the government knows it but for its own reasons is 
keeping the facts secret. 
Wait. Don’t turn to the sports page. This is serious, I think 
George Leonard is a cut above the misguided rabble which 
usually proposes this kind of thing He is educated, well 
spoken. He does not think fluoridation of water is a Com­ 
munist plot, or that Legionnaire disease was necessarily 
predicted in the Book of Revelations. 
It’s just that, as an amateur astronomer concerned with 
what he sees in photographs of the moon, Leonard has been un­ 
able to square his own observations with that of the U.S. 
government. As a result he has resigned his government posi­ 
tion (with Public Health) to write a book called Somebody 
Else is on the Moon” , and to urge NASA, the CIA, the presi­ 
dent or whomever to admit same to the public. 
Leonard’s thesis is necessarily incomplete. Since he has not 
been to the moon himself, he “can’t say who or what is up 
there.” But no matter, for the moment. First things first. He 
says his photographs show clearly that there are objects on 
the moon which are not natural, and which were not created or 
left by American astronauts. 
For instance, Leonard says there are “mechanical rigs” 
near King Crater which are over a mile in length. Then near 
the impact area of Ranger Seven, “there is a crater con­ 
taining bathysphere-shaped commodities, each 60 feet in 
diameter, which have identical markings on their backs ” 
Beyond this Leonard says his pictures show huge platforms, 
lights that move in patterns, and many vehicular tracks. 
Not surprisingly, the government is unmoved by Leonard's 
hypothesis. It says the occurrences in his photographs were 
constructed by nature, or perhaps Leonard’s own imagination. 
And most certainly, in this case, the government has the 
weight of probability on its side. Of all the world’s star gazers, 
only George Leonard has thus far seen conspiratorial intrigue 
on the lunar surface. 
Still, Leonard’s'book is not complete nonsense. That part of 
it which suggests that government is capable of anything, 
even fraud on the moon, is of contributing value to that body of 
evidence which suggests America’s obsession with suspicion 
may be approaching a limit past which patriotic responsibility 
becomes destructive rot. 
Already, there is corrosion. Old Public Health worker 
Leonard says he is one of millions of Americans who are refus­ 
ing to get swine flu shots. “ Because I just don’t trust govern­ 
ment science.” The trend is numbing Tomorrow Americans 
may not pay their taxes because there is no confidence in 
government micropoops to spend it wisely. 
Needless to say this lack of faith has not come without 
reason. The news is 
daily revealing new governmental 
slapstick. Recently it was learned that officers of the National 
Zoo purchased a Bactrian breeding camel that had no 
testicles; shortly after, a federal study concluded that high 
federal employees deserve 50 per cent salary hikes. 
And yet revenge in the form of bureaucratic cynicism is an 
unsuitable response to bureaucratic carelessness. The 
founders also advised us that a free government cannot sur­ 
vive without a fundamental constituent trust. George 
Leonard, take note. Jimmy Carter also. 


Mrs. Florence I^ee, a secre­ 
tary, said, "I know of many in­ 
telligent children who had to 
leave school halfway because of 
their family backgrpund or oth­ 
er financial problems.

THE DEAD SEA, Israel (AP) 
— In the searing salt earth of a 
land cursed by God, Israelis 
are growing a garden of dates, 
mangoes and vegetables. 
They are doing it with the 
help of an Israeli-developed 
system of trickle irrigation that 
conserves precious water sup­ 
plies. 
“ When we cam e to settle the 
Dead Sea area 20 years ago, 
government officials didn't be­ 
lieve anyone could live here,” 
says Dany Afik, secretary of 
Kibbutz Ein Gedi. “ It was so 
desolate 
even 
the 
Bedouin 
desert 
nomads 
didn't 
pitch 
their tents here.” 
Today Ein Gedi is a thriving 
community of about 520 people 
living in two-story houses sur­ 
rounded by grass and flowers. 
Most of them work in kibbutz- 
owned tourist industries, but 25 
per cent of the kibbutz income 
comes from a 95-acre farm. 
Beyond the borders of their 
cultivated enclave lies the for­ 
bidding wilderness of the Dead 
Sea, at 1,300 feet below sea lev­ 
el the lowest point on earth. 
Yellow cliffs, devoid of vegeta­ 
tion, drop to the salt-encrusted 
basin of the sea, whose water is 
so salty no fish can live in it. 
Nearby lie the ruins of an­ 
cient Sodom, the sin city which 
the Bible says God destroyed 


with a rain of fire in the time 
of Abraham. 
Trickle irrigation, developed 
at the kibbutz over the past 15 
years, keeps Ein Gedi’s fields 
constantly moist with a steady 
drip of water. The system has 
become a leading method of 
watering arid areas around the 
world. 
Thin plastic irrigation pipes 
drip about two quarts of water 
every hour through pinholes 
placed 20 inches apart. The 
drippers work day and night. 
"Our system is fully auto­ 
m ated,” said Afik. “ We deliver 
insecticides, fertilizer and wa­ 
ter through the sam e pipe.” 
The kibbutz draw s its water 
from nearby springs that feed 
rich desert oases in mountain 
clefts. When the kibbutz was 
founded the springs supplied 
more than enough water, but 
now increased settlement in the 
region has forced everyone to 
cut down. 
“ With an ordinary sprinkler 
irrigation system in this heat, 
we lost up to 6,400 gallons a 
day in evaporation on every 
acre of land,” said Afik. “We 
also watered large areas be­ 
tween plants that don't need ir­ 
rigating. 
“ With drip irrigation, we lose 
almost nothing to evaporation, 
and we water only the ground 
around the plant.” 


Afik claim s trickle irrigation 
is also healthier for the plant. 
“ Sprinklers wet the leaves, and 
m ake excellent cultures for 
fungi and disease,” he said. 
“With our system, the leaves of 
the plant rem ain dry.” The 
method has proved so effective 
that farm ers in Israel’s more 
fertile areas are beginning to 
use it as well. 
Agronomists, working in tem ­ 
peratures ranging up to 108 de­ 
grees 
Fahrenheit, 
regularly 
check soil moisture and adjust 
flow 
to 
maintain 
optimum 
dampness. 
But water is not the only 
problem Ein Gedi’s settlers 
face. “Our soil has two prob­ 
lem s — rocks and salt,” ex­ 
plained Afik. The high salt con­ 
tent in the Dead Sea earth 
made Israeli planners believe 
farming was virtually impos­ 
sible there. 
"But we found that every 
year, when we irrigated, the 
salt sank a few feet into the 
ground, and plants could flour­ 
ish on the top level,” said Afik. 


The kibbutz hauled tons of 
earth from the fertile Sharon 
region 45 miles away to plant 
its mango grove five years ago. 
Each tree in the experimental 
orchard was planted in a bore 
in the yellow stony land filled 
with rich red Sharon soil.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) Under the um brella of his transi­ 
tion team , set up last August, candidate Jim m y C arter 
operated one of the most effective strategies for winning over

This team , preparing for a C arter Administration months 
before it was clear there would be a C arter Administration, 
was assigned a small-scale budget of $140,000 out of scarce 
campaign funds and sought position papers and w ritten advice 
from several thousand influential citizens nationwide on what 
a C arter Administration s policies should be 
Now there is nothing more flattering to a man or woman, 
however prom inent, to be asked his views on a m ajor national 
issue by the presidential nominee of a m ajor political party 
And when that candidate asks for a five to eight-page written - 
proposal on a m atter with which you are deeply concerned, the 
flattery is m ost compelling 
I know one prom inent man, active at high levels in a succes­ 
sion of Republican and Democratic adm inistrations — with a 
philosophy roughly 180 degrees from Mr C arter's — who 
becam e a convert after being asked to submit his thoughts, 
though he had no assurance his advice would be followed This 
man knew, in fact, that the overwhelming advice on the sub 
ject in which he is expert was being sought from those with 
views radically different from his own 
The unstated implication, though repeatedly denied, was 
that having been asked for advice, the adviser would then 
eventually be considered for a top-level position in a C arter 
Administration, assuming a D em ocratic victory 
I understand, in fact, that between a thousand and two thou­ 
sand of those solicited did in fact subm it w ritten opinions on 
subjects like governm ent reorganization, business, labor and 
regulatory agency problems, defense, foreign affairs, in­ 
telligence activities, inflation and unemployment 
Now a few thousand men and women are but slightly more 
than a droplet in a national election But they can be highly in­ 
fluential all the sam e if carefully chosen from among those

With key men and women of influence being drawn into the 
circle, however obliquely — and however sm all their actual 
weight in Mr C arter’s plans — the word gets around And 
much more effectively than through radio. TV. speeches and 
other standard cam paign techniques W hat's created is an 
aura of reflected prestige and competence gleaned from the

If your child is constantly running through the house, 
lumping over tables, chairs, and his baby sister, maybe 
you should take him to Jerry Hesseirode. 
Hesse I rode is not a child psychologist or disciplinarian. 
He is a district sales representative for the Lowe Seed 
Company and, in his spare time, he teaches Olympic 
gymnastics, floor oxordsas which do not make use of any 
apparatus such as parallel bars or rings. 
Hesseirode, a native of Bell City, ma|ored in physical 
education in college and became interested in tumbling 
through the principal of the elementary school he taught 
at in Midwest City, Okla. The principal was what 
Hesseirode calls "a gymnastics nut" and was soon 
teaching his physical education teacher all about 
gymnastics. 
They began with basic tumbling, and the principal soon 
taught Hesseirode to spot, or help, the tumbler. This 
involves watching the tumbler do his exercise and 
provide any supportive motions he might need. 
Hesseirode says the spotter is very important. 
"There's a lot of things a child can do if there's just 
somebody there to help." 
Hesseirode began teaching the gymnastics classes in 
August and has about 80 pupils enrolled in his current 
session. The classes meet twice a week at a building near 
the intersection of East Malone Avenue and Rodgers 
Street. The children range in age from five to 17 years 
and are not separated by ability. The grouping is 
determined mainly by what time It is convenient for the 
student to attend class. 
Some of the pupils wear leotards to class. Others dress 
In gym shorts or cutoff jeans. They line up and wait for 


their chance to do the exercises the teacher prescribes, 
talking all the while about the movements and offering 
criticisms of each other. 
"I tried to do the splits the other day and I just about 
split my whole body," one small student says mourn­ 
fully. 
"Keep those toes pointed" is the phrase that 
Hesseirode uses most often. He explains that much of 
gymnastics involves dance to make motions fluid and 
give continuity to their exercise. 
In the four-week sessions, the students cover basic 
tumbling exercises. If they get good enough at any one 
exercise, they can do it at home, but Hesseirode says it is 
safer for them to use the mats while they are learning. 
They learn the proper way to roll and land on the mat to 
avoid hurting themselves. 
The old adage about getting back on your horse after a 
fall holds true in floor exercise too. 
"When they fall, they can't leave the class until they do 
the exercise again," Hesseirode says. If they are not 
made to repeat the movement, the fear remains, and 
they may never try it again. 
Although many of his students have taken dance 
lessons, Hesseirode says there is no way to predict which 
students will become really good gymnasts. 
Gymnastics is usually thought of as a girls' sport, but 
boys are good at It and are showing more Interest In the 
sport. Hesseirode has about 10 boys enrolled In his 
current session. 
Some parents enroll their children because they have 
watched the child trying to do some of the exercises on 
his own and want him to gat the chance to learn the 
proper technique. Some of the older girls taking the class 
are interested In cheerleading and want to learn tum­ 
bling for that reason. 
Hesseirode thinks that gymnastics is a good sport for 


building a child's confidence. It is so individual that a 
child can see and feel his own improvement to a great 
extent. The same individuality can be a problem when it 
comes to discipline, however. 
Ideally, the child is able to discipline himself and put 
out his best effort to perform. But the ideal is not always 
the reality. 
"If they don't discipline themselves, they have to be 
able to take a lot of flak from m e,"' says Hesseirode. 
Some of the movements are more difficult to do than 
others. Hesseirode says that physically, the front han­ 
dspring is the most difficult exercise, but students learn 
it before they learn the back handspring. 
He explains that although the back handspring is 
easier to perform physically, any motion which involves 
going backwards frightens most students at first. 
"A ll you can think of is hitting your head," he says. 
But all the new movements the students try help build 
up an awarness of their bodies, which Hesseirode says is 
vital to gymnastics. Since they can't see themselves as 
they do the exercises, body awareness can help them tell 
whether or not their legs are straight or whether they are 
moving at the proper speed. 
Although the classes are relatively new, Hesseirode 
believes that within a few months he will be able to take a 
team of his students to some gymnastics meats to give 
them an idea of what competition in the field is like. 
In time, he looks forward to having his students 
compete with others on a regular basis. 
Meanwhile, he can keep busy working out with his 
students, and with the three children he and his wife, 
Sheila, have. 
So if you can catch that child as he's cartwheeling 
through the family room, grab him and sign him up for 
gymnastics. Then you can watch him flip over the coffee 
table.

The classes meet twice a week at a building near 
the intersection of East Malone Avenue and Rodgers 
Street.

Hesselrode has about 10 boys enrolled in his 
current session. 
Some parents enroll their children because they have 
watched the child trying to do some of the exercises on 
his own and want him to get the chance to learn the 
proper technique. Some of the older girls taking the class 
are interested in cheerleadlng and want to learn tum ­ 
bling for that reason.

building a child's confidence. It is so individual that a 
child can see and feel his own improvement to a great 
extent.

" If they don't discipline themselves, they have to be 
able to take a lot of flak from m e,"' says Hesselrode.

Although the classes are relatively new, Hesselrode 
believes that within a few months he w ill be able to take a 
team of his students to som e g ym n a s tics m eets to g ive 
them an idea of what competition in the field Is like 
In time, he looks forward to having his students 
compete with others on a regular basis. 
Meanwhile, he can keep busy working out with his 
students, and with the three children he and his wife, 
Sheila, have.

DEAR READER - There 
is a rare condition in women 
after childbirth called post 
partum myocarditis It is an 
inflammation of the heart 
m uscle re la te d to the 
pregnancy 
The cause and 
many aspects of the illness re­ 
main obscure However these 
women have signs of heart in­ 
volvement 
including abnor­ 
mal electrocardiogram s 
Your normal cardiogram and 
tests should rule out that con­ 
dition 
Many young women seem to 
nave a number of vague com­ 
plaints after childbirth The 
complaints are real enough 
but they don t fit the pattern 
of any specific disease That 
is why they end up being 
diagnosed as nervous or being 
told it is a muscle spasm You 
may be in that category 
These may be related to sub­ 
tle hormone changes 


I dunk the mechanism is 
similar to what we see after 
some illnesses 
particularly 
those associated with long 
periods of inactivity We call 
it oeurocirculatory asthenia 
The heart may beat rapidly 
sometimes there are extra 
beats The individual may feel 
faint on standing or become 
breathless with mild exertion 
When these symptoms are not 
associated with any physical 
f indings or other evidence of a 
specific disease it is usually 
functional 
A young mother with lots of

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College tailors education to fit ‘whole person 


PRESCOTT, Ariz. (AP) - i 
Under die guidance of profes­ 
sors who have abandoned tradi­ 
tional education methods and 
accepted massive salary cuts, a 
small 
experimental 
college 
here ih northern Arizona is of­ 
fering tailor-made education as 
an alternative to the con­ 
ventional four-year college. 


The Prescott Center for Al­ 
ternative Education espouses 
an active, innovative education 
based on experience instead of 
textbooks and lectures, accord­ 
ing to James Stuckey, the cen­ 
ter’s president, who is also the 
fund raising director, commu­ 
nications 
coordinator, 
psy­ 
chology professor and moun- 


taineering coach. 
“It’s die education of the 
whole person — emotionally 
and intellectually," he explains. 
"There are no spoon-fed lectur­ 
es, ‘textbook answers' or per­ 
functory examinations. For the 
student without goals, the stu­ 
dent who has learned only how 
to play test-passing games, the 
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Prescott Cento* experience can 
be completely unnerving." 
There are no institutionalized 
requirements, Stuckey says, 
but rather individualized re­ 
quirements giving students ex­ 
pertise in their fields. "Stu­ 
dents actually sign a contract 
(we call it a proposal) drawn 
up by the student in collabora­ 
tion with faculty and up­ 
perclassmen in that field. In 
the beginning, research proj­ 
ects, specific courses, reading 
assignments and working ex­ 
periences are tailored to the 
student. Later, the student rec­ 
ommends his own projects, 
shouldering the responsibility 
for learning." 
To meet the center’s manda­ 
tory graduation requirements 
of "self-direction” and "profes- 
s i o n a 1 
competence," 
up­ 
perclassmen increasingly use 
the professional world as a 
classroom. Students can be 
found working in veterinary 
hospitals, at the Scripps In­ 
stitute of Oceanography, organ­ 
izing wilderness programs for 
juvenile delinquents and con­ 
ducting wildlife surveys under 
contracts from the Bureau of 
Land Management. 
Prescott Center is a college 
without time requirements, Stu­ 
ckey explains. “If after six 
years a student cannot give 
proof of professional com­ 
petence (with resumes, port­ 
folios, working experiences, 
outside activities or job offers, 
for example), the center will 
not graduate him. If it can be 
done in less than four years, 
that’s fine." 
Orientation here is a three-

week wilderness immersion, in­ 
cluding a three-day "solo" 
without a supply of food, “de­ 
signed to prepare students emo­ 
tionally for the higher educa­ 
tion experience," says Stuckey. 
"Using the wilderness as a 
classroom, students develop the 
same techniques for survival 
and self-reliance they will need 
to survive in the professional 
world." 
And in the field of survival 
techniques, the center can justi­ 
fiably claim expertise: as a di­ 
rect extension of the now 
defunct Prescott College, it sur­ 
vived a financial disaster. 
Hie center’s predecessor had 
been described as everything 
from "a wild West dude ranch” 
to a first-rate academic in­ 
stitution. Students from around 
the country were attracted by 
innovations that had estab­ 
lished the 10-year-old liberal 
arts college among academia’s 
upper echelons. But as the re­ 
cession accelerated, declining 
endowments spelled disaster 
for the overbuilt college. 
“Within 24 hours of Prescott 
College’s demise, a handful of 
students and professors began 
the task of rebuilding a college 
using the techniques for surviv­ 
al and self-reliance the school 


had taught," Stuckey recalls; 
“professors agreed to massive 
salary cuts and a curriculum 
was devised so the institution 
could function on the basis of 
student fees." 


Operating in the cramped 
basement of a 48-year-old hotel, 
the school began its first se­ 
mester as scheduled while the 
$6-million campus lay aban­ 
doned. Through a grant trom 


the Max C. Fleischmann Foun­ 
dation, the center recently 
made a down payment on a 
new campus: the somewhat di­ 
lapidated former Mercy Hospi­ 
tal, currently being renovated 


by students and faculty. Ironi­ 
cally, the Prescott College 
campus is still deserted, held in 
limbo 
by 
the 
bankruptcy 
courts.

One evening I watched a 
young man struggle up the steps 
of his apartment house with a 
beautiful new motorcycle.

couples in 1975 for a study 
which concluded that “ living to­ 
gether is not a good prelude to 
marriage.” 
The 
couples 
interviewed, 
aged 18 to 35, were selected al 
random. Eighty percent were 
undergraduate or graduate col 
lege students and 20 per cenl 
were Columbus-area residents. 


Sixty-five per cent had lived 
together for an average of 2Vi 
years before marrying and had 
been married for two years. 
Ten per cent of this group had 
been married and divorced be­ 
fore. 


The remaining 35 per cent of 
the couples interviewed had not 
lived together before marriage 
and had been married an aver­ 
age of five years. It was the 
first marriage for all of them, 
but 50 per cent had sexual rela­ 
tions with their spouses before 
marriage. 
"The findings do not support

PRESCOTT, Ariz. (AP) 
Under the guidance of profes­ 
sors who have abandoned tradi­ 
tional education methods and 
accepted massive salary cuts, a 
nail 
experimental 
college 
smi 
here in northern Arizona is of­ 
fering tailor-made education as 
an 
alternative to 
the 
con­ 
ventional four-year college. 


The Prescott Center for Al­ 
ternative Education espouses 
an active, innovative education 
based on experience instead of 
textbooks and lectures, accord­ 
ing to James Stuckey, the cen­ 
ter’s president, who is also the 
fund raising director, commu­ 
nications 
coordinator, 
psy­ 
chology professor and moun- 


taineering coach. 
“It’s the education of the 
whole person — emotionally 
and intellectually,” he explains. 
“There are no spoon-fed lectur­ 
es, ‘textbook answers’ or per­ 
functory examinations. For the 
student without goals, the stu­ 
dent who has learned only how 
to play test-passing games, the 
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Prescott Center experience can 
be completely unnerving.” 


There are no institutionalized 
requirements, Stuckey 
says, 
but rather individualized re­ 
quirements giving students ex* 
pertise in their fields. “Stu­ 
dents actually sign a contract 
(we call it a proposal) drawn 
up by the student in collabora­ 
tion 
with 
faculty 
and 
up­ 
perclassmen in that field. In 
the beginning, research proj­ 
ects, specific courses, reading 
assignments and working ex­ 
periences are tailored to the 
student. Later, the student rec­ 
ommends his own projects, 
shouldering the responsibility 
for learning.” 
To meet the center’s manda­ 
tory graduation requirements 
of "self-direction” and “profes- 
s i o n a 1 
competence,” 
up­ 
perclassmen increasingly use 
the professional world as a 
classroom. Students can be 
found working in veterinary 
hospitals, at the Scripps In­ 
stitute of Oceanography, organ­ 
izing wilderness programs for 
juvenile delinquents and con­ 
ducting wildlife surveys under 
contracts from the Bureau of 
I^and Management. 
Prescott Center is a college 
without time requirements, Stu­ 
ckey explains.

Many pains after 
giving birth

DEAR DR. LAMB - Six 
months ago I had a baby. This 
is where my problem begins. I 
started having chest pains on 
my left side and my left arm 
seemed to go numb on me like 
it was asleep. 
I went to one doctor every 
week for a few months. He 
said it was a strained muscle 
and gave me Motrin. I asked 
the druggist what they were 
for and he told me they were 
for arthritis. 
I went to another doctor for 
his opinion and have been doc­ 
toring with him several 
months. He said it could be 
tension, but I never seem ner­ 
vous or anything like that. I 
had a cardiogram, X rays and 
blood tests. They came out 
normal. 
1 was taking birth control 
pills so I stopped taking them 
but the problem is still there. 
It scares me a lot. I’m only 22 
and have two children. 
The doctor said my heart 
was beating too fast one week 
so that could be the problem 
with my arm. Do you have any 
suggestions? 
DEAR READER - There 
is a rare condition in women 
after childbirth called post 
partum myocarditis. It is an 
inflammation of the heart 
m uscle re la te d to the 
pregnancy. The cause and 
many aspects of the illness re­ 
main obscure. However, these 
women have signs of heart in­ 
volvement, including abnor­ 
m al electrocardiogram s. 
Your normal cardiogram and 
tests should rule out that con­ 
dition. 
Many young women seem to 
have a number of vague com­ 
plaints after childbirth. The 
complaints are real enough 
but they don’t fit the pattern 
of any specific disease. That 
is why they end up being 
diagnosed as nervous or being 
told it is a muscle spasm. You 
may be in that category. 
These may be related to sub­ 
tle hormone changes 


I think the mechanism is 
similar to what we see after 
some illnesses, particularly 
those associated with long 
periods of inactivity. We call 
it neurocirculatory asthenia. 
The heart may beat rapidly; 
sometimes there are extra 
beats. The individual may feel 
faint on standing or become 
breathless with mild exertion. 
When these symptoms are not 
associated with any physical 
findings or other evidence of a 
specific disease, it is usually 
functional. 
A young mother with lots of 
responsibility may not be in 
shape for the amount she has 
to do. If that is the case, some 
help in coping with the day’s 
demands often is a great aid. 
If the mother is out of shape 
physically, a gradual exercise 
program will help. The dif­ 
ficulty is in finding out whether 
the problem is associated 
with overwork or with lack of 
fitness. Usually the type of 
work a young mother has to do 
is time consuming and often 
nerve-racking but it may not 
be physically demanding like 
a game of tennis. 
A good balance may be to 
get plenty of sleep one way or 
another and also get some 
time off to start a physical 
fitness program.

teen-ager’s following. 
Some of the more extrava­ 


gant claims about the guru’s di­ 
vinity also have been dropped. 
Once, Maharaj Ji was known 
as “Lord of the Universe” and 
“Perfect Master” to his de­ 
votees. Now, Joe Anctil, the 43- 
year hold spokesman for the 
guru, describes him as “the 
point of inspiration for all of 
us.” 
The Indian guru did away 
with foot-kissing and prostra­ 
tion, Eastern customs “that 
didn’t go over very well in the 
West,” said Anctil, a former 
talk-show host in Houston. 
The guru still preaches medi­ 
tation, selfless serving and 
sharing, but his recruiters have 
toned down their style. 
For the first time Americans 
as well as Indians are per­ 
mitted to initiate members and 
they and their Eastern counter­ 


parts now rely on discussion 
groups for recruiting instead of 
taking aggressively to the 
streets. 
“We’re not trying to go out 
and grab people because that 
really doesn’t work. We’re real­ 
ly just offering this,” said Rob­ 
ert Mishler, president of the 
mission’s American division. 
Large numbers of followers 
no longer live in aesthetic 
church-owned buildings known 
as ashrams. 
“As people grow and mature 
... they are encouraged to leave 
the ashram and continue their 
normal lives,” a Divine Light 
Mission newspaper proclaimed 
in September. 
As devotees moved out of

The organization has 
become too big and too com­ 
plex for the nature of the work 
that really needs to be done 
and for the amount of premie 
(follower) support that actually 
exists for it.” 
The guru, whose l$th birth­ 
day is Dec. 10, lives in Denver 
or uses an expensive California 


retreat He drives expensive 
cars. He is protected by a pri­ 
vate security force, as much to 
keep Ms adoring multitudes 
from Mm as to prevent in­ 
tended violence. 
Anctil said: “ ... He describes 
himself as someone who has re­ 
alized Ms experience and who 
can show it to others. He prom­ 
ises no one anytMng.”

Sixty-five per cent had lived 
together for an average of 2*/i 
years before marrying and had 
been married for two years. 
Ten per cent of this group had 
been married and divorced be­ 
fore.

There can be many factors 
why the Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation has not helped 
your son.

Regardless, the counselor 
should inform your son as to 
why he is or is not eligible for 
services.
